DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1, 8, 9, 16, 27-36, 38, 41, 45, 56, 58-60, and 65-66 are pending. 
The amendment to claims 41 and 45 and the addition of claims 65 and 66 in paper filed 
on 3/28/07 is acknowledged. 

Election/Restrictions 

Applicant's election without traverse of Group I and species SEQ ID NO: 1 and 2 in the 
reply filed on 3/28/07 is acknowledged, SEQ ID NO: 4 is rejoined with the elected species 
because appears to be the same length as SEQ ID NO: 2 and SEQ ID NO: 4 is 100% identical to 
SEQ ID NO: 2. 

Claims 56 and 58-60 are withdrawn fi-om fiirther consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 
1 .142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected invention and SEQ ID NO: 3, 5, 7, 9, 1 1, and 13 in 
claim and SEQ ID NO: 6, 8, 10, 12, 14, 15, and 17 in claims 8 and 27-30 are withdrawn fi-om 
fiarther consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 1.142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected species, there 
being no allowable generic or linking claim. Election was made without traverse in the reply 
filed on 3/28/07.

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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1, 8, 9, 16, 27-36, 38, 41, 45, and 65-66 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as 
being anticipated by Thorpe et aL (US 6,132,729, cited on PTO-1449). Thorpe teaches Factor 
VII polypeptide comprising the amino acid sequence comprising SEQ ID NO: 2 of applicant's 
invention (also known as SEQ ID NO: 4) and a nucleic acid comprising SEQ ID NO: 1 of 
applicant's invention. See columns 14 and 33 and SEQ ID NOs: 13 and 14. Also see SCORE 
on USPTO website. Thorpe teaches producing an AAV vector comprising a promoter operably 
linked to a Factor VII gene and cells comprising the gene (columns 32, 33, and 36). 

Double Patenting 

Applicant is advised that should SEQ ID NO: 2 in claims 8 and 27-30 be found 
allowable, SEQ ID NO: 4 in claims 8 and 27-30 will be objected to under 37 CFR 1,75 as being 
a substantial duplicate thereof. When two claims in an application are duplicates or else are so 
close in content that they both cover the same thing, despite a slight difference in wording, it is 
proper after allowing one claim to object to the other as being a substantial duplicate of the 
allowed claim. See MPEP § 706.03(k).
